LABORI ATTACKS JOUAST

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Heated Scene Between Dreyfus' 


Counsel and Court President 


The Lawyer Refuses to Put Questions. 


Claiming That Jouaust Objects to the 


Important Ones, 
A Scandal 


Rennes, Sept. 6—Two hours at the 


opening of the Dreyfus trial this morn- 
ing were spent behind closed doors ex- 
amining the Austrian refugee Cer- 
nuschi. At the open session Senator 
Trarieux renewed his deposition in 
favor of Dreyfus. He was confronted 
by Commandant Lauth, who men- 
tioned the name of a certain woman in 
scandalous connection with Picquart. 
The latter protested amid cries of in- 
dignation from the audience aepiist 
Lauth. 


A Scene In Court 


General 
Zurlinden 
followed. 
He 


spoke in justification of his action in 
prosecuting Picquart. 
M. Labori en- 


deavored to question General Billot and 
had a heated wrangle with Colonel 
Jouaust. M. Labori passionately pro- 
testing against his attitu'de. 
M. La- 


bori said he bowed to the ruling, but 
took note that every time he put a 
question which is irresistable that 
Colonel Jouaust refused to allow it. 
The audience burst with 
applause. 


Great excitement prevailed. M. La- 
bori then refused to question further as 
he is prevented from putting any ques- 
tions touching the core of affairs. The 
scene was the climax of the strained re- 
lations between the president of the 
court and M. Labori since the opening 
of the trial. M. Labori has frequently 
complained that Colonel Jouaust pre- 
vented him putting probing questions. 


Wanted to Strike HI m 


Colonel Picquart was called and said 


Dreyfus never applied to him for per- 
mission to tro to the manoeuvres. The 
disposition of Colonel De Paty Du Clam 
was read. It was simply a repetition of 
his former evidence with no new rev- 
elations. 


When the court adjourned, Picquart's 


brother-in-law, 
GJast, attempted to 


strike Commandant Lauth fey intro- 
ducing the subject of Picquart's mis- 
tress in his testimony today. Gen- 
darmes interfered, 


Foreign Government* Will Refune 
Rome, Sept. 6—Colonel Panizzardi has 


received a telegram from M. Labori, 
counsel for Dreyfus at Rennes urging 
him to come and testify. The govern- 
ment officials state no communication 
on the subject has been received by 
them. It is the opinion of the military 
circles that the Italian and German 
governments will refuse permission to 
their officers to testify in foreign mili- 
tary courts. 


A SENSATIONAL MOVK 


Schwartzkoppen and Panizzardi May 


Testify In Behalf of Ureyfui 


Rennes, Sept. 6. — Today's session 


opened with closed d'oors to hear from 
Eugene Cernuschi, the Austrian political 
refugee, the name of the foreign attache 
he has already mentioned as admitting 
that he had received treasonable docu- 
ments from Dreyfus.

Marquis of Salisbury, will come to Lon- 
don today from Walmer tp confer with 
Joseph Chamberlain, and a cabinet coun- 
cil has been summoned for Friday, ur- 
gent messages having been sent to all 
the ministers requesting their attend- 
ance. There is great activity at the 
admiralty, the war office and the colonial 
office. Numerous telegrams from South 
Africa arrived at the colonial office yes- 
terday, but their contents have not been 
made public.

Anti-Imperialist Views. 


Springfield, Mass., Sept. 6.—The first 


public demonstration of the 
anti-im- 


perialists of this city last evening was 
very successful from an anti-adminis- 
tration standpoint. The speakers, Judge 
Putnam of Uxbridge, Daniel E. Leary of 
this city and ex-Governor George S. 
Boutwell, were all heartily applauded. 
Of the 1500 people who did not quite fill 
the seating space perhaps a majority 
were anti-imperialists. Mr. Boutwell 
made the principal speech, the salient 
points of which were: "Criticism of the 
president will be more and mqre general 
and vigorous until his administration 
shall have come to an end. It is an 
error, which the administration has pro- 
mulgated and which it continues to 
cherish and defend, that the Filipinos 
are uncivilized and incapable of self- 
government, even now, when the evi- 
dence to the contrary is conclusive. 
Nothing in honesty and justice remains 
for the president and his supporters ex- 
cept the admission that the war is a war 
of aggression and conquest, a criminal 
war of aggression and conquest,' for 
which the president alone is responsible. 
To the inhabitants ot.the Philippine isl- 
ands the president is a-usurper and a 
tyrant. The increase1 of the army for 
service in the tropics Bieans a longer 
death roll, and that without reference 
to the losses in the field."

Newport, R. I., Sept. 6.—Columbia de- 


feated Defender yesterday by 3m. 11s. 
over a 20-mile course, 10 miles to wlnd- 
wrd and return. She rounded the wind- 
ward mark 2m, 33s. ahead of Defender, 
besides making up a handicap at the 
start of 31 seconds. On the run home 
with spinnakers set she gained 38 seconds 
over her riva'i. The finest kind of a sail- 
ing: breeze prevailed throughout the race. 


The wind was about eight knots from 


•outheast by south at the start, and 
freshened steadily as the afternoon wore 
on, so that the boats finished in a 12- 
knot breeze. Defender being astern, 
running home, got the puffs first, and at 
times gained a little and then dropped 
back when'Oblumbia caught them. The 
new boat had the worst of the start, 
Captain Rhodes getting the weather po- 
sition and steering peferoder over start- 
ing line 31 seconds ahead of Columbia, 
but in 24 minutes of sailing the latter had 
more than made up for her handicap at 
the start, and tacked just to**£eather of 
Defender's bow. It was a grand ex- 
hibition of the speed and 
windward 


qualities that Columbia possesses, and 
the yachtsmen who witnessed it were 
loud in their prafses. 
' 


For 15 minutes the two fastest Ameri- 


can sailing- yachts afloat tore alongside 
by side barely 100 feet apart, their clouds 
of white'canvas glistening in the sun and 
rails well awash, presenting an un- 
rivalled marine picture. Then followed 
two or three quick maneuvers, and the 
relative positions of the two contestants 
were changed and the new boat took the 
lead. 


Thp race was for a cup offered by Will- 


iam Goddard of Providence, and 
was 


managed by the New York Yacht club 
regatta committee. 


Columbia, bent on a new mainsail of 


lighter weight canvas than anv she has 
previously used, and it was to test the 
new cloth that the race was sailed. She 
also had a new forestaysail of the same 
weight duck as the mainsail. It is not 
putting it too strongly to say that the 
new mainsail was the finest fitting one 
that Columbia has ever had, and it set 
to the perfect satisfaction of the yacht- 
ing sharps. 


On the windward work the canvas set 


like a board, and it is fair to assume that 
it drove the boat ahead better than the 
old sail. 


The new staysail stood the test thor- 


oughly also, and seemed a little larger 
than the old one. The topsail and jibtop- 
tall were the same as used in Monday's 
race, but there was a noticeable improve- 
ment in the set of the forrmei, due to the 
work of the sailmaker after Monday's 
contest. 


Defender could not have had more 


perfect fitting canvas, but she had the 
only accident of the day, the splitting of. 
her jibtopsail. The fact that Defender 
gol the better of the start was due to th6 
clever work of Captain Rhodes, and all 
over the course he handled his ship in 
better shape than did Captain Barr of 
Columbia. Barr was iqclined to pinch 
his boat a little too much, and has his 
jib fluttering more than once on the 
windward work. Ke made several more 
tacks than there was need of, and over- 
stood the turning mark quite a little, 
while Defender made the final tack some 
distance short of where the Columbia 
did. 


As regards handling of sails, honors 


were about even, both crews setting 
spinnakers in exactly the same length 
of time, but Rhodes had Defender's bal- 
looner drawing better down the wind. 


Plans for Columbia's movements just 


previous to the cup races have not been 
made.

What was done at that .conference is 


not yet known, but the Brown men pro- 
fess to have.'information that Goebel's 
friends are urging him to accept the 
proposition of John Young Brown that 
both withdraw from the race and let 
the Democrats of' Kentucky name an- 
other candidate ' for ' governor. 
The 


friends of Brown, say that Goebel is just 
beginning to realize t*\e magnitude of 
the bolting movement. They say Black- 
burn's friends are especially anxious to 
have Goebel withdraw, so that Black- 
burn, who is looked upon as the silver 
leader of Kentucky, may not be de- 
feated for the seat in the United States 
senate. 


Furthermore, it is argued that the 


Goebel men know that If Bryan speaks 
for the Louisville convention ticket in 
the fall it will surely mean the loss Of 
the state to Bryan. 


As a matter of fact, although a confer- 


ence was held, it is almost a certainty 
that Goebel will not withdraw.

Boss McKane Is Dead. - 


New York, Sept. 6.—John Y. McKane, 


formerly the political boas of Gravesend 
and Coney Island, died last night. He 
was born in Ireland in 1841. His parents 
came to this country when he was a lad, 
and he learned the carpentry business 
at Gravesend.

When William J. Gayrior was a candi- 
date for the supreme court judgeship he 
determined to have the registry lists at 
Gravesend, Sheepshead Bay and Coney 
Island inspected and copied. This led to 
a conflict of authority1, Which resulted 
in the indictment of McKane for wilfully 
instructing the inspectors to violate the 
law in refusing to expose publicly their 
registry list for Inspection. He was tried 
and sentenced to six years in Sing Sing 
prison. He wag lib.era.ted on. April 30, 
1898, and returned to Coney Island, but 
he never resumed the reins of power.

Gallifet has sent orders to the generals 
and other military witnesses to leave 
Rennes and return to their respective 
posts within two hours after the con- 
clusion of the depositions and not to be 
present during the pleadings. They will 
thus be absent when the verdict is de- 
livered. 


General Mercier being on the retired 


list is not effected by this order, but 
Generals Roget, Gonse and De Boisdeffre 
must go. Their orders are intended not 
only to avert the demonstration in favor 
of the generals, accompanied probably 
by serious disorders, but also to prevent 
the moral effect of their presence in the 
courtroom when the judges are deliber-

pied by President McKinley. 


His Presence Increases the 


Enthusiasm of People,

Philadelphia, Sept. 6— Tuesday was tfee 


big day'of the Grand Army encampment 
and the city was alive at an early hour. 
The presence in the city of President 
McKinley increased the interest, and his 
ride over the route of the parade aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm among the 
throngs on the streets. 


The parad# was six hours and 10 min- 


utes in passing the reviewing stand". 
After a portion of the department of 
Pennsylvania had passed, those veterans 
bringing up the rear, the president left 
to visit Admiral Sampson's fleet, Gov- 
ernor Stone reviewing the remainder of 
the procession. 


At the head of each organization 


marched military bands and drum corps, 
and as the veterans moved along the 
streets tumultuous applause greeted 
them, and a sea of handkerchiefs and 
small flags waved. When the Ohio posts 
appeared the aged paraders 
became 


wild with enthusiasm. 
One veteran 


broke ranks and, standing before his 
comrades, shouted: "Three cheers for 
the biggest man on earth—Major Will- 
iam McKinley of Ohio." This invita- 
tion for cheers was followed by a mighty 
roar, which was echoed and re-echoed 
among the spectators toe blocks. 


As the various posts passed in review 


the president stood smiling and bowing, 
and on numerous occasions waved his 
hand to the more enthusiastic 
of the 


marchers. When the torn

were dipped in salute he joined in the' 
applause by clapping his hands.

He visited 
the flagship New York, cruiser Brook- 
lyn and the battleships Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts and Texas. It was his intention 
to also visit the cruiser Detroit, but he 
was unable to do so on account of lack 
of time. There was almost a continuous 
roar of guns during the one and three- 
quarters hours that it took to inspect 
the vessels. In all 462 guns were fired 
by the squadron in presidential salutes, 


The president was received at 
tha 


gangway of the New York by Rea.r Ad- 
miral Sampson and the staff officers of 
the ship, who were in special full dress 
uniform. The rail was manned by the 
men during the formal greeting. The 
call to quarters was then sounded and 
every man on board ship sprang to his 
place just as though an engagement was 
about to start. The sight greatly pleased 
the president. Mr. jVIcKinley was then 
shown over the whole ship. As he left 
the New York the entire fleet again fired 
the president's salute. 


Captain Taylor was at the gangway 


when the chief executive came aboard 
the Indiana. The president was greet- 
ed again by 21 guns. Captain Taylor 
conducted the president to the great 13- 
inch guns aft, and the latter nimbly 
climbed to the top of the turret. While 
he stood on the turret it was swung 
around, the big guns were sighted and 
the entire mechirism 01 the turret was 
explained to him. 


Prom the Indiana President McKinley 


was rowed to the Massachusetts, Brook- 
lyn and Texas. He did not inspect these 
vessels, but merely greeted the com- 
manders of each. On all these vessels 
the men were drawn up along the rails 
and..all the officers were in full uniform. 
. The return of the president to the 
shore was an inspiring one. The Texas 
was moored farther up the river and'the 
presidential party had to pass each of 
tile great vessels on its return to shore. 
The river was alive with craft crowded 
to their utmost capacity and a great 
noise was being made. As the barge 
neared the flagship six big ships again 
belched forth a terrific salute. Every? 
man and officer on the ships stood at 
attention and the bands added to the 
din by again playing "Hail to the Chief." 
The barge was stopped while the salute 
was being fired, and after it had ceased 
the 12 sailors pulled for the shore. 


The river was verry rough because of 


the large number of steam vessels in the 
vicinity of the squadron. The barge 
constantly pitched violently, but 
the 


president rather enjoyed the shakeup. 
A noticeable feature of the visit to the 
fleet was the president's cordial greet- 
ing of the men. He'never once forgot 
the "boys" and bowed to them upon 
boarding and leaving the ships. 


Enthusiasm was rampant last night. 


Whereven President McKinley appeared 
he received a tremendous ovation, par- 
ticularly alj the Academy of Music, where 
the Grand Army was officially welcomed 
to the city ami state. The president ivas 
introduced as "Comrade" McKinley. He 
said: 
"It has given me great pleasure to be 


associated with you today. I have been 
deeply touched by many of the scenes 
which all of us have witnessed. With 
the joymis sidp of thp glad reunion of old 
comrades who fought side by side in a 
common cause and for a common coun- 
try, there was the other sad side, that 
so many1 nf our comrades, who two years 
ago had marched proudly with ynu 
through the city of Buffalo, fire no longpr 
In the ranks. The circle is narrowing. 
As years roll on one after another is not 
present at our reunions, but accounted 
for. 
They have gone to join the gieat 


majority of our comrades who sleep to- 
night boneath the low, green tent whose 
curtains never outward sway. 


"Great and good deeds never die, and 


the Grand Army of the Republic is to be 
congratulated tonight that the Union is 
saved and the peace it secured at Ap- 
pomattox Courthouse more than a third 
of a century ago is stronger, better and 
dearer to the American people today 
than ever before in all our history. We 
are once more and forever one people- 
one In faith, one in purpose, willing tc 
sacrifice our lives for the honor of our 
country and the glory of our flag.

Is the silly season in Euro- 


pean politics. At this time of the

If the United 
States can be brought into ridicule in 
eome way, so much the better, for con- 
tinental Europe is desperately jealous 
of us.

Just when the sensa- 
tion mongers were hard up for a sub- 
ject on which to give play to their fer- 
tile imaginations, the wires flashed the 
report over the whole world that Pres- 
ident Heureaux of the republic of 
Santo Domingo had been assassinated. 
As soon as the news was verified Pres- 
ident McKinley sent two warships into 
those waters to protect the interests 
and lives of Americans and dther for- 
eigner!. The vice president of Eanto 


These events were greedily seized 


upon by the European sensationalist. 
He at once declared, under the guise of 
an 
interview 
with some unnamed 


Frenchman, that the real "object of 
President McKinley in sending war- 
ships to Santo Domingo was not to re- 
store order, but to be on hand to seize 
the first opportunity to "intervene" for 
the purpose of adding the name of 
Santo Domingo to our list of colonial 
possessions. He insanely shrieked that 
the alleged revolutionaries were really 
paid American agents, sent down there 
to create a disturbance in order to give 
the United States an excuse to land 
troops and thus insert the wedge, 
which would be a necessary prelim- 
inary to our grabbing the island. 


Now, it is not needful to be overbur- 


dened with gray matter to understand 
the absurdity of all this. The absorp- 
tion of Santd Domingo would be the 


most unpropitious for any operation 
against Santo Domingo were it even 
possible that we would even entertain 
such a suggestion for a moment. 


It is interesting to note, however,

The island has had many owners since 
it was discovered by Columbus in 1492. 
The first Spanish colony in the new 
world was founded on the north shore 
in 1496, and soon the whole island be- 
came a Spanish settlement. 


In 1585 the British Admiral Drake 


seized Santo Domingo city, and only 
relinquished it on-receiving a ransom 
of 25,000 ducats. About 1632 the French 


undergone many vicissitudes and has 
changed hands many times. The east- 
ern end remained under Spanish rule 
until 1844, when the inhabitants, stirred 
up by the efforts of their neighbors to 
win freedom, decided to throw off the 
Spanish yoke. On Feb. 27, 1844, they 
declared their independence. 


A constitution was framed and Pedro 


Santana was elected president. He re- 
signed in 1S48, and several men tried'to 
guide the fortunes of"the republic under 
military rule. In 1857 a rebellion broke 
out and President Baez was driven out. 
Santana and liberalism again came 
into power. In 1S61 Santana, sick at 
heart over his inability to preserve or- 
der, suddenly invited Spain.to resume 
her authority. Spain sent troops over, 
whereupon a serious rebellion broke 
out, and after two years of fighting, in 
which every conceivable atrocity was 
committed, Spain was forced to re- 
tire, and Baez was recalled to author- 
ity. 


In 1871 President Grant sent three 


commissioners to examine into the con- 
dition of the republic whose inhabitants 
almost unanimously voted for annex- 
ation. Their report was favorable, but 
congress took no action. 


In 18S6 General 'Ulysses Heureaux 


was elected president. JHe was re- 
elected thrice in succession. His tenure 
of office would have .ended next Febru- 
ary, when, had he lived, .he would prob- 
ably have been again chosen to guide 
the destinies of the troubled and trou- 
blesome little semi-island republic.

The circumstance gave the 


young English surgeon inspiration for his doggerel verses, and it is claimed 
that he wrote the words while sitting on the edge of the well in the rear of the 
house. This old well is still there, but its high stone curb was demolished years 
ago.

A !Vli*lonarr Bishop's View*. 


In 1894 the formidable and bloody 


Katipunan society was formed under 
the leadership of Marcelo Hiiario del 
Pilar. Its object was to secure the free- 
dom of the Philippines by putting to 
the sword all Spaniards in the archi- 
pelago. Manila, of course, was the seat 
of the supreme council of the Kati- 
punan, and its branches or chapters 
were established in all the provinces 
and principal towns of the islands. 


Every member, on being initiated in- 


to the society, received a name by 
which he was always thereafter known 
to the other members and all were 
masked. In this way no one knew the 
identity of any other member, and 
even a. man's next-door neighbor or 
his brother .or partner in business 
might be seated next to him nightly at 
the Katipunan lodge and he would 
never bo the wiser. At initiation the 
new mrmber took a bloody oath and 
subscribed to it by putting his pen in 
the blood drawn from an incision in 
his left arm. This idea is said to have 
bpen derived from a. painting called 
"Paolo do Sangrp," executed in Madrid 
by tho famous Filipino painter, Juan 
Luna. After the revolution broke out 
in 18%, the members of the Katipunan 
r-ould always bp identified among the 
dead and prisoners by the scars. 


A symbolic el^rt was in possession 


of each member and by that he could 
find the Katipunan lodge in the prov- 
inces or towns wherever he might be 
and identify himself by means of it. 
As an example of the names borne by 
the members. General Ricarte, now in 
the Insurgents' army, was known un- 
der the name of "Vivora," meaning 
viper, poisonous snake. The present 
General Pilar. of whom so much is 
heard in the uprising against the 
Americans, is not the Pilar of Kati- 
punan fome: though it is generally 
taken for granted he is. The present 
Pilar assumed that name some years 
ago, but his characteristics are such as 
to caiiily lead one to believe that he 
and the Pilar who originated the Kati- 
punan »rn ono JUKI the same.—From

A» A Bllliardlst Ivc» WM tine Won- 


der of Two Continents and W«« a 
Remarkable Athlete—How He De- 
feated John Roberts* the English 
Champion. 
Frank Christian Ives, the late cham- 


pion billiard player of the world, was 
a remarkable athlete, but when he be- 
came proficient in billiards he gav« 
up all other forms of sport, except lo 
occasionally play a game of baseball 
for fun. as John L. Sullivan used to 
do when he became the prize ring 
champion, says the New York Sun. 
In the line of athletics there seemed 
nothing Ives could not succeed at di- 
rectly he started in to master any form 
of sport. He was a first class baseball 
catcher, having caught a few games 
for the Chicagos at one time; a good 
jockey, a driver of trotting horses, a 
bicycle rider in the days of the old 
"ordinary," and during the roller skat- 
ing craze he was one of the speediesl 
men ever seen in a rink. He made a 
living out of all these pastimes and 
contributed to the support of his moth- 
er, who lives in Michigan. Ives was 
never a "natural born gambler," as the 
saying goes, but he loved the excite- 
ment of a wager, and he loved horses, 
too, so it was not unnatural 
that, 


when there was no one to play billiard 
matches with him, he would "follow 
the races." He was a good business 
man and always had an eye out for 
the main chance. Therefore when lie 
went racing it was for the purpose of 
making a book and letting the public 
do the guessing. Yet in spite of this 
winning system he was not altogether 
successful as a bookmaker, and be- 
fore long gave it up altogether, decid- 
ing to stick to his legitimate profes- 
sion, that of billiards. 


As a billiardist Ives was the wonder 


of two continents, and was probably 
the most*wonderful master of the cue 
the world ever produced. 
He rose 


from obscurity to the top of the lad- 
der within a period of three years, 
something after the manner of Jamca 
J. Corbett in pugilism. 
Just as the 


young David of the prize ring arose 
and slayed John L. Sullivan, the fistic 
champion of a decade, so did Ives, the 
"Young Napoleon of Billiards," appear 
in the arena of green cloth and con- 
quer the hitherto invincible experts, 
Jake Schaefer, the "Wizard," and 
George F. Slosson, the "Student." 
There is this difference in the simile, 
however: \Vben the mighty John L. 
•was knocked out, that settled him as 
far as the ring was concerned; but 
the game of billiards is different, and 
it has happened that since Ives wrest- 
ed the title from Schaefer and Slosson, 
defeating them both in quick succes- 
sion early in the nineties, the old fel- 
lows have frequently beaten the youn^ 
man in tournament and match games. 
However, Ives won the last champion- 
ship match and held the title up to the 
time of his death. 


The sobriquet of "Young Napoleon 


of Billiards" was first applied to him 
in the tournament of February, 1SOO, 
wherein Schaefer, Slosson, Daly, Ives. 
Carter and Heiser were the con- 
testants. 
It was a handicap affair, 


Schaefer and Slosson playing 14 inch 
balk line while the others played the 
eight inch lines. Slosson 
won the 


tourney, Schaefer was second, while 
Ives, Daly and Carter divided third 
money. In the champion tournament 
a month later at Chicago Ives finished 
second to Schaefer. 


The "Young Napoleon" in 1S91 com- 


peted in the shortstop tournament— 
so called because it was limited to 
second .class players, Schaefer and 
Slosson being barred—and finished sec- 
ond to Eugene Carter. Then he prac- 
ticed hard for another 12 months, mak- 
ing wonderful progress in mastering 
the game, and in the winter of 1S02 
challenged Schaefer for the champion- 
ship emblem. The match was played 
in Chicago on March 19, 1892, and Ives 
won by a score of 800 to 499. Every 
one thought the "Wizard" had been 
caught on an off day and that Ives had 
won tty a fluke. Slosson, wuo had 
been beaten by Schaefer for the cham- 
pionship a short time before, shared 
this belief, and he promptly challeng- 
ed the "Young Napoleon." The match 
was played at Chicago on May 21, 
1892, and Ives won by 800 to 488, his 
average of 26 2-3 beating all match 
records in a game of like length. Ives 
is said to have bet §2,000 of his own 
money on the match. The same year 
the crack American billiardist struck 
a Klondike in Paris, where the game 
was enjoying nn immense boom, owing 
to its being made the medium of ex- 
tensive gambling. Ives, Schaefer and 
Slosson went over, staid there until 
the police stopped the fun, and then 
returned home laden with gold. 


Before 
returning, 
however, 
Ives 


visited London and atterrnted to make 
a match with John Roberts, the Eng- 
lish champion. Nothing came of the 
dicker until the next year, when an 
agreement was reached, and later a 
match was played which was destined 
to become famous. 
It was a com- 


promise game, for every one knew 
that no one had any chance with 
Roberts at the regulation English 
game. On April 29, 1893, articles were 
signed calling for a match of 6.000 
points, under English rules, for $5,000 
a side, the table to be 6 by 12, with 
six pockets; size of balls, 214 inches, 
which is smaller than the American 
standard. 


Ives returned home for practice and 


reached London again during "Derby 
week," when tlie match was played.

scoring 1,000 points a night for three 
nights, Ives inaue meantime putting 
up 689, 981 and 573 for the three 
nights. 
It-.looked easy for Roberts 


when, on tho fourth night, Ives got 
the balls jawed near the pocket and 
ran 2,540 points without giving Roberts 
a chance to .chalk his cue. He pur- 
posely destroyed the lock he had on 
the spheres, as the game was prac- 
tically his. The score was, Ives, G.OOO; 
Roberts, 3,831.

DEATH OF HENRY SEYMOUR 


Passed Away Very Suddenly at His 


Home in Troy N. Y. 


Henry Seymour, for years a resident 


of this city and vicinity, died very sud- 
denly July 25 at his home, 2209 Seventh 
avenue, Troy, N. Y. He had suffered 
with poor health for a long1 time, and 
had been blind for about three years. 
Yet his death was very sudden and 
unexpected. His wife1 ha'd been out, 
and when she returned he complained 
of a severe pain. Mrs. Seymour pro- 
posed to send for a doctor, but he did 
not wis<h this, saying he would be all 
rig-ht in a few minutes. He started to 
walk about the room, when suddenly 
he fell on his face and expired instant- 
ly. 


The suddenness of his death led to a 


post mortem examintion, which dis- 
closed a tumor in his head between the 
eyes, which was the cause of his blind- 
ness. He had also been for some time 
the victim of Brigrht'si disease. 


Mr. Seymour will be well remembered 


by hundreds of visitors to the summit 
of Greylock, where he was in charge 
of the buildings and observatory every 
season from the time they were erected 
till two or three years agx>, when the 
condition of his health and, sight be- 
came such that he could no longer at- 
tend to the duties. He was in Ver- 
mont last spring when his family 
moved from this city to Troy, and he 
soon afterward joined them there. He 
was an industrious and accommodating 
man, 
and all who knew him will regret 


to learn of his death. 


Mr. Seymour was about 50 years old. 


He leaves his wife, a son and a daugh- 
ter.

Over this is a neatly printed, 
politely worded notice to the effect that 
guests will confer a favor on the nwn-- 
agement of the 'house if they will hang 
their razor strops on the hook beneath.

' Sir Thomas Llpton, owner of the 
Shamrock, who recently arrived at 
Kew York, talked pleasantly about the 
prospects of his yacht against the Co- 
lumbia to a New York World reporter. 
He said: 


"I have been aboard the Shamrock 


in the two races that she sailed against 
the Britannia. I intend to be on board 
of her every day that she is under sail 
and will also be there every day during 
the races. How are people betting on 
the result?" he asked, and when told 
that but few wagers had been made as 
yet, 
and those at even money, he 


smiled and said it was probable that 
the wagers could all be covered with 
good English and Irish gold. "Not that 
I have any money that I will bet on 
the result," he continued. 
"I never 


gamble, and will not wager a dollar on 
the result. 


"I am in this for the love of the sport 


aloue. I would dearly like to bring 
back that cup, which Englishmen and 
Scotchmen have been trying to bring 
back for nearly half a century. I have 
not reckoned the cost. To me the price 
is nothing if I can but bring that cup 
over to my club, where you may be 
sure that it will be appreciated at its 
full value if we are fortunate enough 
to capture it. I know I have under- 
taken a great task, and every one ap- 
preciates its magnitude. I recognize 
the ability and talents of American de- 
signers and Have thrown everything 
aside and devoted my entire time to 
the one object that brings me to 
America. 


"I regard Mr. Fife as one of the 


greatest naval architects in the world 
and certainly the most talented in his 
line in all England. Never before has 
such a boat as the Shamrock crossed 
the ocean in search of- the cup. I expect 
her to win. If she does not, the fault 
will be that the Columbia is a better 
boat and your Americas designer has 
once again proved that Yankee skill is 
superior to anything on the other 
side." 


"Are you afraid that 
excursion 


steamers will bother you?" was asked. 
"Not at all," he answered good na- 
turedly. "I might say that the same 
trouble exists on the other side, with 
but the single exception that your 
boats have higher decks. The Interfer- 
ence is the same for both boats, wheth- 
er they are 50 miles away or only five. 
Both boats are bothered- alike, and I 
will be satisfied with the provisions 
made by the New York Yacht club to 
keep the course clear." 


"Will any visitors be permitted on 


board the Shamrock?" was asked, and 
Sir Thomas replied in true British 
style by a question in return, "Has 
anybody been permitted to go on board 
the Columbia? I believe that the Sham- 
rock is the best boat that could be pro- 
duced in all England. She is the acme 
of naval architecture and construc- 
tion in England. 
She has been built 


by the firm that stands at the top for 
metallic marine work. The cost? Well, 
she has cost a great deal, but any one 
who will count the cost in building a 
challenger for the America's cup had 
better stay at home. 


"I have received a cablegram from 


the committee of the New York Yacht 
club in charge of the details to the .ef- 
fect that if I objected to the interfer- 
ence of excursion steamers the course 
would be changed, to which I replied 
at once that under no circumstances 
would I have the course changed; that 
if I won the cup it was to be over the 
same course over which other boats 
have sailed before. 


"I expect to entertain Lord Chief 


Justice Russell, Baron Killowen; his 
son, Hon. Charles Russell; Right Hon. 
Arnold Morley, formerly postmaster of 
England; Lord Lonsdale and the Right 
Hon. W. J. Pirrie on board the Erin. 
There will also be several excursions 
and special parties on yachts from 
Scotland that will cross the ocean to 
view the races. I might say that no 
boat ever crossed the ocean followed 
by better wishes for success." 


"Is there any truth in the rumor that 


you will have Captain Ben Parker of 
the German emperor's yacht on the 
Shamrock r<s an assistant to Captains 
Hogarth and Wringe?" was asked. "I 
have not heard of it," replied Sir 
Thomas, "and if it was so, I believe I 
would know something about it." Sir 
Thomas was greatly interested in the 
performances of the Columbia as com- 
nared to the Defender, and said final- 
ly ;that she must be a flier. "Amer- 
icans are my friends," he said in con- 
clusion. "I know them and believe in j 
their sportsmanlike behavior. I ilir.n!: 
them all for The manner in wbk-h they 
have received my challenge, which 
every one accepts as a friendly defi 
of legitimate rivalry. I will win that 
cup if pousible." The quick passage 
of the yacht was a pleasant surprise 
to him, and he expressed himself as 
happy that the voyage had been made 
without accident. 


Thomas ttatsey, the noted sailmaker, 


whose canvas lias been seen on every 
cup challenger for a decade and is con- 
sidered the most perfect fitting that 
has ever been stretched on either side 
of the Atlantic, said to the reporter:

KAISER ADMIRES AMERICA. 


Wanamalcer Telle About HI* Inter- 


view With the German Braperor. 
John Wanamaker returned from Eu- 


rope recently on the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can liner Auguste Victoria. He was 
looking In excellent health and said 
that his trip abroad had been most 
enjoyable. 
He was asked about his 


Interview with the emperor of Ger- 
many on the latter's yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, which, as was told In the New 
York Tribune, took place in the course 
of the trip from which he has just re- 
turned. 


"It was a very unusual and gracious 


courtesy on the part of his majesty 
the emperor," said Mr. Wanamaker, 
"to invite me to the interview to which 
you refer and to give me nearly an 
hour of his time as well as his per- 
sonal attention in showing me the 
Hohenzollern. To make the freedom 
of the conversation of one gentleman 
with another the unexpected subject 
of an interview for newspaper publi- 
cation does not seem to me to be 
proper. I must say, however, that I 
was greatly impressed with the wide 
scope of the kaiser's thinking and his 
great desire to Inform himself on some 
subjects that he thought American cit- 
izens were developing. 


"I believe the emperor to be broad 


minded and without the narrowness 
that 111 informed persons sometimes 
attribute to him. To me he seemed to 
be filled with a high purpose, not mere- 
ly to be ruler, but to advance the wel- 
fare and happiness of his people. Very 
sure I am that his pride in the tradi- 
tions and present glory of the German 
empire will not cloud his appreciation 
of the near western empire of which 
no Inconsiderable part is German- 
American. There can be no question 
that it will be no fault of the young 
End vigorous kaiserif the relations be- 
tween America and Germany are not 
of the closest and most cordial charac- 
ter. 


"I may add, farther, .that in speak- 


ing with the emperor, though in a 
private capacity, I so^rdered my con- 
versation that it might tend to increase 
the good will of one great nation to- 
ward another."

The n->--r:">nity of a war between 


Great r-iiia:u and the South African 
.republic has already had & disquieting 
•effect on at least one Industry In the 
United States. The diamond market 
Is In a condition which could almost 
be described as one of panic. 
The 


market value of stones Is now 40 per 
cent higher than It was a year ago, and 
from present Indications there seems 
to be no prospect that the high water 
mark has been reached. This fact of 
itself would, of course, not cause the 
diamond importers and dealers any 
anxiety. But there is in addition a re- 
markable scarcity of stones, acd it is 
probable that the coming season will 
find a good many traders unable to 
make good their contracts except at 
heavy loss, says the New York Times. 


It is the great De Beers syndicate 


which Is responsible for this state of 
things. The syndicate is controlled by 
Cecil Rhodes and half a dozen other 
men, and they have apparently deter- 
mined to limit the output of the Kkn- 
berley mines—which in reality means 
the output of the world—to an in- 
finitesimal quantity. It is customary 
for the representatives of the large 
importing houses of the United States, 
England, France and other countries 
where there are large markets for the 
sale of precious stones to visit South 
Africa in the summer in order to make 
their purchases. 


Frequent and bitter have been the 


complaints which have reached Maiden 
lane and Covent Garden from South 
Africa this year. The prices keep on 
going up (within the last few days 
there has been an advance of 10 per 
cent), and even at the highest figures 
it is hard to secure any diamonds. The 
offices of the De Beers company are 
open only a very few hours each day, 
and the number of would be buyers is 
eo great that it takes weeks before a 
newcomer has a chance of being sup- 
plied.

Addresses the Council Making Clear 


What the Step Means, 
Mayor 


Cady Talks at Request of Co!, 
Bracewell. 
Lengthy and 


Interesting Discussion 


A regular meeting of the city council 


was held last night. 
The 
principal 


buc:r,:ss, and about the only business 
transacted, was -the passing 
of 
the 


north side school house loan as in- 
dicated in the Transcript last night. 
The loan was passed as the council 
first intended to pass it. The city will 
borrow the $55,000 necessary to buy the 
school house site, grade it and build the 
building. 
Mayor Cady recommended 


the loan and it was given 16 votes in 
the council, more than the necessary 
two thirds. The passing of the loan 
was not accomplished without consider- 
able discussion. Councilman Whitaker 
did his duty by the city in warning the 
council of the hole they were going in- 
to with their eyes wide open, as IIP saw 
it, in voting to negotiate any such loan, 
taking up almost all the city's borrow- 
ing limit. Colonel John Bracewell took 
part in the discussion a'nd brought out 
considerable information by his series 
of questions. 
Councilman 
Hastings 


and Councilman McDonald were on the 
side of thp loan as recommended. 
Mayor C'ady at last took a hand, telling 
the council what he thought of the loan 
as proposed and what in his opinion 
were thp city's needs in the future. The 
result was that thp council voted the 
lonn 
aa 
everybody expected 
they 


would. 


'Ilie Heoo:iHnemlatU>ii» 


When the council was called to order 


there were just three members absent. 
Councilmen Armstrong, Ladam and 
Mignault. Later in the evening Coun- 
cilman Rice was excused but not until 
the heavy work had been done. Com- 
munications from the 
mayor came j 


thick and fast after the gavel fell. The 
first from "his honor" was concerning 
the election officers. The list of elec- 
tion officers as recommended by the 
mayor was communicated to the coun- 
cil and the council approved the choice 
without a dissenting voice. The next 
from the head of the administration 
was a recommendation concerning the 
league 
of 
American municipalities. 


The city has been honored by an invi- 
tation from the league to participate in 
the coming meeting of the organizntir.n 
to be held at Syracuse. The r-'i.-n!1 
recommended that the city clerk be m- 
structf-d to acknowledge the invita- 
tion and say that the city would not be 
represented at the meeting of 
the 


league. Again the mayor was heard 
from, this time regarding the placing 
of tolephone poles on State street, from 
Walnut street a 
quarter of a mile 


south. 


Program Varies 


It was at this point that the pro- 


gram was varied and a communication 
from the city treasurer was heard. The 
communication was to the president of 
the city council and did no more than 
officially set forth what the people all 
!:;T\V already, that the firm of Storey 
ic'T'iorndyko of Boston, counsel for the 
in = ('n-ii t)n from which the city intend- 
ed to b !!To\r money for the north side 
school house, that the vote of the 
council on i\ hlch the city sought to bor- 
rcu the money was not in accordance 
with thp provisions of the city charter, 
that it hud net the recommendation of 
the mayor and wa«s not passed by a 
two-thirds vote of th^ council. This 
communication vis placed on file as 
were 
the previous 
communications 


from his honor, and another from his 
honor was soon read and placed on 
file also. The last one was to the point 
and it was that the council vote to 
authorize the borrowing of $55,000 fit 
the lov. est possible rate of interest, for 
a period not exceeding 10 years, the 
money to bo used in buying and grad- 
ing a lot for a school house and for 
building the school house thereon. But 
just before this recommendation was 
read the council voted to rescind the 
vote passed early in August author- 
izing thp borrowing a like amount and 
for tho samp purpose, because it was 
discovered it was void, not 
being 


passed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the charter. 


The Petition* Arrive 


It was now time for the petitions and 


a petition was received from the New 
England Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 


company for permission to erect poles 
on State strfnt as already explained. 
Thp petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on streets, which was heard 
from later. 


The next was a pptition signed by F. 


F. Murdock for the discontinuation of 
that portion of Hoosac street between 
Montana and Cliff streets. Then there 
was a petition for sewers on Summit 
avenue and Harrison avenue. Both of 
those petitions were referred 
to 
the 


commiltee on streets. 


Getting to tlic ronter 


The heart of the meeting was now in 


sight. The order to borrow the $55,000 
for the north side school house was 
taken up and Councilman Whitaker 
asked to be hpard after President Wil- 
kinson had called the council's atten- 
tion to the fact that the order was 
identical with the one thpy had passed 
before wilh the exception of the ad- 
ditional words "as recommended by 
thp mayor." The mayor's recommnn- 
dation had not been attached to the 
order when it appeared before the coun- 
cil previously. Mr. "Whitaker said that 
when thp order was previously passed 
IIP was not present, and he thought it 
right to sppak concerning it as he was 
about to flo now. So many things <1e- 
ppnd nn the way we vote on this order. 
First the borrowing of $f>5,000 this year 
brings us next year into a very diffi- 
cult 
financial condition. 
When we 


vote tonight we should have that In 
mind. ThVee per cent, of our valuation 
has been our debt limit up to the pres- 
ent year. We have been exempt as a 
city for five years from the law that 
makes the limit 2% percent of the valu- 
ation. Thp exemption now ends and 
next year our debt 
limit must be 


figured on that basis. Tt is found that 
if this loan is maflp that, under the cir- 
cumstances, we shall have reached up 
to JlOOj) of the limit of our indebtedness. 
The debt limit is calculated on the 
valuation of this year and the two 
years preceding. 
After January 1st 


n«xt we shall stand for all of trie year of 
1MO on the small borrowing? margin of 
$1,000. Not until .Tanup.ry 1»01 will wo 
nnvf the opportunity of borrowing 


more than $1000. We have talked of 
sewers and macadamized roads. Last 
year the call for sewers amounted to 
ubout $50,000 and this was cut to about 
$21,000. If a large amount of anr-h work 
as sewer building or road building be 
done it will have to be done by borrow- 
ing but here tonight we propose to 
reach the limit. 
It does not seem 


hardly right to insist on this loan being 
passed in this way. Other ways have 
been suggested, but this way seems to 
have been determined upon. There Is 
no gentlemen present who would con- 
duct his private business on this plan. 
I am not opposed to the school house, 
but this method of doing this thing is 
a method of running into a hole. It is 
proposed to borrow this amount of 
money and pay it In ten years, but this 
is hardjy as fair to the city as the 
methods that we have been following. 
North Adams has prided herself on 
making good bargains, 
getting low 


rates and getting along nicely. It does 
seem that there is ability in this coun- 
cil 
to borrow rightly and get along 


smoothly. Thp tax rate is going up 
and if we must do anything over and 
above the current things we must bor- 
row for it in anticipation of taxes and 
put the amount into the tax levy. 1 
feel that we are not doing the right 
thing in the right way. It was sug- 
gested that we borrow $10.000 and go 
to the legislature, for the privilf-ge to 
borrow $45,000 more at 30 years, 
but 


this has not been generally accented. 
But to do as is proposed here tonight 
is to blrvk us right up. I can't feel 
that I should vote for such a "loan 
under the circumstances. 
I thought 


that it was Tight for me to talk this 
way to the council and then to let the 
consequences come. 


Not in a Kins 


Colonel Bracewell asked the- atten- 


tion of the council, but as there was no 
motion before the house he had to be 
seated 
until 
Councilman 
Hastings 


moved that the order, as re^d, be pass- 
ed and 
until Councilman McDorftUd 


seconded his motion. Then the colonel 
took the floor. The colonel was care- 
ful, as he usually is, to make it clear 
that he was not in any clique or ring, 
"as you would call it," and said that 
it was the intention before, after due 
deliberation, to vote the money. We 
all like to hear the councilman who has 
just spoken. I don't -\\ant to wiggle 
from the position I have occupied, but 
1 want to ask a question. The question 
was in reference to the point of debt 
limit. Mr. Whitaker had 
explained, 


and the answer to it, and to others 
succeeding, informed the councilman 
that the debt limit was not based on 
the valuation for the present year, but 
on the valuation of this year and the 
two year= preceding, and that we could 
borrow in anticipation of taxes 


!Ur. HaHtiuiCtiTttkkft 


Councilman Hastings arose to re- 


mark at this point. Mr. Hastings also 
paid a tribute to Councilman Whitaker 
and then called thp attention of the 
council to the fact that the- mayor had 
recommended the loan. Mr. Hastings 
thought that the mayor was a repre- 
cr-.-t.ilive businessman and that his re- 
cfnimendation 
should 
have 
some 


weight against the'statement that busi- 
ness men would nrft conduct their pri- 
vate business on tire plan suggested to 
build this schdo1! house. 
The school 


committee is on "record in favor of 
this building and there is only a tech- 
meal error to be set right in the pass- 
ing of this order. It has been said that 
we are nearins; the borrowing limit nnd 
that we will have liftle room to> make 
a loan. Perhaps we are borrowing tG'O 
much? Perhans -getting near to the 
borrowing line will help retrenchment? 
I haven't seen anything in this propo- 
sition that scares me. One proposition 
is that we go to the legislature and ask 
i.t to reliex-e us in this predicament. I 
have consulted with men .vho have 
been in the legislature and they say 
that if we went to the legislature that 
WP should likely be sent back with the 
advice that we had b°tter borrow with- 
out a special bill, aS we are yet within 
the debt limit 
THe legislature would 


most Vkely want to know why we went 
to them so long as we had limit enough 
to allow of the borrowing. All the time 
it has been understood that we were 
near the debt limit and what has now 
bpen told us is no new thing. 


Tlic 


Mr. Whitaker— After all. the gentle- 


man has said, next year we shall be 
unable to borrow more than S1000. 


Mr. Hastings — Can't we borrow in 


case anything should overtake us that 
would make it necessary to borrow? 
Would not the institution with -nhich 
the gentleman is connected let us have 
all we wanted and be glad to do so? 
Does not the law provide for this? 


Mr. Whitaker — All very true, 
but 


whatever you borrow must be counted 
in 
the 
tax 
levy of the year. The 


North Arlams saving-s bnnk nor any 
institution will negotiate a loan il- 
legally. 


Mr. McDonald — Wouldn't the legis- 


lature come to our relief? 


Mr. Whitaker — That all depends on 


circumstances. 
But what would they 


think of a body of men who allowed 
themselves to get into such a hole. 


Mr. Perry— Tt is better to build and 


s-avc rent. 


Mr. McDonald— Tt is admitted that 


in two years still a,nother school hou«c 
will be needed. 


Mr. Barnard — The term on which it 


is proposed to borrow this money is the 
main point. T should like to see it bor- 
rowed en a 30-year' term. Can't that 
be arranged? 


Colonel Bracewell — The councilman 


has raised a question. Why is it neces- 
.sary to limit tl^e time of this loin to 
ten years? Won't the mayor explain? 


The Mayor IB Hlovcd 


Mayor Cady — I understand that the 


law specifies that we can't borrow for 
a period longer than ten years unless 
the legislature gives us 
permission. 


Now that I am on my feet may I say 
a word? 


President Wilkinson— If the council 


has no objection the mnyor will ad- 
dress the council? No objections; the 
mayor may proceed. 


The mayor went over the history of 


the matter has it has been siit forth in 
the Transcript and showed that the 
whole affair had been thoroughly con- 
sidered, that it was the intent nf the 
council 
to 
vote 
the 
appropriation. 


knowing what had been now brought 
up. He said the objections were serious 
but mot so serious as represented. And 
because we are not obliged to go on as 
we have been doing year after year. 
In another year we shall not have to 
pave one foot and shall not have to 
borrow for that purpose. I have no 
doubt but that they will demand $50,000 
for sewers, but we should not expend 
m^re than $10,000 a year for such con- 
veniences. We are now better off than 
any city of five times our size. So T 
believe it la not necessary to vote so 
much money as WR have been doinur 
arid we can raise all the- money v I 
want. Why, this limit is only for this 
year. Next year we shall be back again 
to where we were at. 


The Colonel Snllvlllod 


Colonel Erncewell— I have gotten all 


the Information. I want. I am in favor 
of the school house.-
